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Border Incident 
With Czechs Has 
Varying Version 


Frontier Shooting 
Seen Differently 
By U. S., Germans 
HEIDELBERG, Germany (/-P)— 
The U. S. Army and West German 
border police gave different ver­ 
sions today of a frontier shooting 
incident involving American and 
Czech patrols. 
The Army’s European headquar­ 
ters here said in a brief prelimi­ 
nary announcement an American 
patrol was fired on by a Czech de­ 
tachment yesterday near Barnau. 
It said 35 rounds were fired at 
the U. S, soldiers but no one was 
injured and the fire was not re­ 
turned. 
No Reason Why 
The statement did not say what 
caused the Czechs to open fire. 
Bavarian border police at Nu­ 
ernberg issued a statement saying 
the Czech border guards fired into 
the air when a Czech surveyor, 
working near the border, suddenly 
dashed across into West Germany 
and asked the American patrol for 
political asylum. 
“When the Czechs fired into the 
air,” the German police statement 
said, “the Americans (Four sol­ 
diers in two jeeps) withdrew. Dur­ 
ing the withdrawal, one of the 
Americans lost his carbine. 
“Thereupon, his three comrades 
went into firing positions with 
their carbines in order to provide 
fire cover for the soldier looking 
for his lost weapon. 
“After the soldier found the 
weapon, the U. S. patrol drove off. 
“The Czech refugee is now un­ 
der interrogation by U. S. military 
agents at Weiden.” 
The U. S. Military Intelligence 
Division at Weiden said it could 
not give out any information on 
the incident. 
The U. S. Army announcement 
was believed to have been restrict­ 
ed to barest details because of 
security regulations to protect the 
Czech refugee. 
The U. S. patrol was from the 
1st Battalion of the 2nd Armored 
Cavalry Regiment. 
Barnau, approximately 35 miles 
cast of Bayreuth and 15 miles 
northeast of Weiden, is near the 
Czech-West German border. 
Second Incident 
It was the second incident in a 
week of Communists shooting at 
Americans along the border. 
The first attack occurred Sept. 9 
when a patrol was fired on by 
Czech patrols in the vicinity of 
Lichtenbcrg, 12 miles northwest of 
the border town of Hof. 
No protest was filed in connec­ 
tion with the first incident.

PORTAGEVILLE — Declaring 
that a 
strict adherence to his 
announced plan w’ould bring bank­ 
ruptcy to many cotton farmers in 
southeast Mi souri Hilton L. Brac- 
c.v, executive officer for the Mis­ 
souri Cotton Producers Association, 
has sent a letter to Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture, Ezra Taft Benson, point­ 
ing out the need of a more realistic 
approach to Benson’s announced 
diverted are plan for 1955. 
The letter, in part, says, 
“Again we bring to your atten­ 
tion the fact that strict compliance 
with your announced plan would 
mean bankruptcy for many cotton 
farmers in this area. At this point 
allow’ us to emphasize that farmers 
are not objecting to the cross-com­ 
pliance requirements of your order. 
We cannot, however, understand or 
justify your demands that farmers 
divert and padlock from cash crops 
up to 40 per cent of their cropland 
next year.” 
Inequities in Plan 
“We have sincerely tried to point 
up the inequities of using a one 
year base for establishing the ‘total 
farm allotment.’ As you know, we 
have strongly urged that a three- 
vear base be used 
and t h a t 
no farmer be required to divert 
more than 15 per cent of his crop­ 
land in 1955. The use of a three- 
year base and the maximum per­ 
centage for individual farm com­ 
pliance would greatly reduce t h e 
adverse effects of your diverted 
acre order. 
“These proposals would m o r e 
nearly equalize the shock in areas 
where farmers have historically 
produced fine, two or three crops. 
At the same time it W’ould accomp­ 
lish the over - all objective that, 
your order seems to imply, a n d 
that is a curtailment in production 
of non-basic commodities. 
Falling Farm Prices 
“ Farmers in this area are being 
plagued with drought conditions 
and sliding farm prices. The last 
official cotton estimate shows that 
the big cut in production is coming 
from the Mid-South area. It a l s o 
indicates the need for farmers to 
have a freer choice of plantings 
next year. Farmers, of course, ex­ 
pect, and no doubt will receive, 
lower farm prices under the sliding 
scale bill recently passed by the 
Congress. 
“ Farmers expect the USDA to 
recognize the seriousness of t h o 
situation 
that is 
being 
brought 
about by a cut in both price and 
production.”

WASHINGTON bP)—Arms for 
Nationalist China, started under a 
program three years ago, continue 
to pour into the Formosa strong­ 
hold of Chiang Kai Shek at a 
“steady pace” the Defense Depart­ 
ment said today. 
However, all planes, ships, guns 
and other weapons and supplies 
are being delivered to the Nation­ 
alists by American vessels at For­ 
mosa ports, with no deliveries to 
embattled Quemoy Island thus far, 
a spokesman said. 
No Orders Yet 
If a decision has been made to 
accelerate the aid program, in­ 
cluding the landing of supplies 
directly on Quemoy Island by 
American ships, the orders have 
not yet arrived at the Pentagon, 
the spokesman added. 
Under present policy, the trans­ 
portation of material to Quemoy, 
which has been under intermittent 
red artillery bombardment over 
the last two weeks, is left to 
Chiang’s own shipping, it was ex­ 
plained. No American ships are 
docking at Quemoy ports, in what 
has become a war zone. 
Quemoy is about 70 miles from 
Formosa and only five miles from 
the Chinese Communist mainland.

Virtually all American supplies 
for the Nationalists are delivered 
on Formosa by ships of the Mili­ 
tary Sea Transport Service, which 
operates under contract and un­ 
der direction of the Navy. 
Logistic support for the Nation­ 
alists has expanded since the first 
shipments began arriving in May, 
1951, to embrace virtually every 
standard weapon of the U. S. ar­ 
senal. 
Planes Added 
The program started with artil­ 
lery and small arms and ammu­ 
nition for the ground forces. Then 
World War II fighter planes were 
added. Under a modernization pro­ 
gram, jet training planes and F84 
jet fighters have been sent to For­ 
mosa in increasing quantities to 
enable the Nationalist air force to 
cope with the Reds’ fleet of MIG 15 
fighters and light jet bombers. 
A number of patrol and assault 
type craft have been given the 
Nationalist navy and last Febru­ 
ary two American destroyers were 
loaned to the Nationalists. Chinese 
crews for these ships were trained 
at the Norfolk, Va., Naval Base.

“Thereupon, his three com rades 
w ent into firing positions w ith 
th eir carbines in order to provide 
fire cover for the soldier looking 
for his lost weapon.

No A m erican ships are 
docking at Quemoy ports, in w hat 
has become a w ar zone. 
Quemoy is about 70 m iles from 
Formosa and only five m iles from 
the Chinese Com m unist m ainland.
